Life would seem far more com­ 
plicated than in the United States, 
wouldn't it? 
Yet those are the conditions un­ 
der which the English live. Today 
they are shabbily dressed, look 
cold, tired and hungry; but they 
are cheerful, and as determined as 
the proverbial British bulldog to 
get the war over with as soon as 
possible. They do not w aver under 
bombing or privation. They live in 
a virtual front-line battleground. 
I learned many am azing things 
during my tour of the English air- 
cralt factories 
Some of the most 
surprising (and most encouraging) 
things I saw cannot be told. 
But I can say that I saw one 
huge underground aircraft factory 
with more than two million square 
feet of floor space, built on several 
levels of an old salt mine. Imagine 
ihe largest war plant in your com­ 
munity buried hundreds of feet un­ 
derground, and you will get an 
idea of the size of tha t English 
factory. 
I saw other airplane parts being 
built in garages and tiny shops 
scattered all over England, as part 
of the dispersal system adopted 
when German bombers were com* 
ir.g over nightly. 
In talking to executives and su­ 
pervisors in English aircraft fac- 
t< nes, 
I 
was absolutely dumb- 
foimded 
at 
the 
calmness 
with 
wnich they discussed “high wages ’ 
whirh would be the equivalent of a 
» outhem 
*ha re-cropper’s 
pal 
in 
this country. 
The 
average 
English 
aircraft 
worker gets 15 cents to 20 cents 
an hour. 
Absolute top wages for 
•killed mechanics with many years 
of .service, is equivalent to 62 cents 
an hour in our money. 
And air­ 
craft Is the highest paid industry 
in Eng land.* 


I can't see how British workers 
manage to live on what they make. 
The 
basic working week 
is 46 
hours, with tim e-and-a-quarter for 
the next 10 hours, and lunc-and-a- 
half starting at 56 hours. 
Conse­ 
quently a worker w’ho takes home 
$23 a w eek considers he is doing 
very well. 
These rates were fixed by union 
contract. 
They might allow for a 
comfortable standard of living if 
prices were 
in England—but 
prices sre every bit as high, 
or 
higher, than they are here. 
Ciga- 
rets cost 45 cents 
A skimpy din­ 
ner in a restaurant is about $3.50. 
When 1 tried to buy a bunch of 
grapes that might have cost 10 
cents a 
pound in normal times 
here, I found they were selling in 
London for $5 a pound. 
Part of the reason for this is the 
ngid class system which still en­ 
dures in England. A gardener's son 
has no thought of growing up to 
be anything but a gardener. A cab 
driver’s son would not be accepted 
in English life as anything but a 
cab driver. 
A 
B utish w ot king 
man never expects to own a car, 
nor to have central heating or in­ 
side plumbing in hia house. 
Complete Job Control 
The war is beginning to break 
this up, 
however. 
The 
govern­ 
ment has power to take a worker 
out of any occupation and put him 
in any other job w htre it thinks 
he will be more useful to the war 
effort. 
It can, and docs, make him 
leave his home and take a position 
in some other part of England. He 
cannot quit the job a signed to 
him. 
Consequently a lot of people 
are getting a taste of jobs entirely 
new to them and their ancestors. 
Another thing that surprised me 
was the pitifully antiquated m eth­ 
ods of budding airplanes which 
many British 
factories are still 
using. 
Rivets are stdl pounded in 
with a ham mer, by hand. 
Pneu­ 
matic rivet guns, while in use in 
some places, are not prevalent.

always do with machines are still 
painfully turned out by hand. 
With i>uch methods, it is a wonder 
that the Brilihh turn out such good 
airplanus as they do.

THE YEAR 1943 


The war co ntinued to do minate the ever 
increasing transpo rtatio n effo rt. While pet- 
f o r ms nee wss highly satisfacto ry fro m the 
standpo int o f meeting every demand o f the 
war emergency , it co uld no t o f necessity be 
who lly adequate fro m the standpo int o f the 
character o f the service perfo rmed, particu­ 
larly the passenger service. Nevertheless, 
co nsidering the abno rmal co nditio ns that 
prevailed thro ugho ut the y ear, the results aa 
a who le can be viewed as a creditable achieve­ 
ment. There was a heavy increase in the 
vo lume o f business handled, the railro ad 
being o perated to a greater capacify than 


ever befo re. 


No twithstanding decreases in rates, o perat­ 
ing revenues increased $141,29 8 ,332 due to 
the greater vo lume o f traffic, bo th passenger 
and freight, but this very fact, to gether with 
higher co sts o f material and fuel and in­ 
creases in wages, resulted in an increase in 
o perating expenses o f $109 ,369 ,9 8 4. At the 
same time, taxes increased by $33,8 26,68 9 , 
o r 44.8 %, o ver the previo us y ear. 


Despite the fact that the Co mpany in 19 43 
did the largest business in its histo ry , its Net 
Inco me was less than in 19 42 by so me 
$16,030,309 because o f the substantial in­ 
creases in o perating co sts and taxes men­ 
tio ned abo ve. It seemed wise to maintain 
the dividend at the same rate aa paid in 
19 42, namely , 3%, o r $2 30 per share. Divi­ 
dends at this rate were acco rdingly paid 


in 19 4 3 . 


THE NATI ONAL EMERGENCY 


In 19 43, the railro ads perfo rmed a terne* 


u n e q u a lle d in the histo ry o f transpo rtatio n. 
They were called upo n to bandle a vo lume 
o f freight and passenger traffic exceeding 
that o f the reco rd y ear 19 42. 


The ability o f the railro ads to handle 
this reco rd vo lume o f traffic was due to 
further impro vements in facilities and o per­ 
ating metho ds; to splendid co o peratio n be­ 
tween the railro ads, the shippers so d 
emplo y es, the Army and Navy , and o ther 
agencies o f Go vernment, and to the co n­ 
tinued helpful attitude o f the o dic* cd 
Defense Transpo rtatio n. 


The railro ads lo o k to the future with th* 
co nvictio n that they will keep in the fo re­ 
fro nt o f industrial pro gress, and will meet 
successfully the co mpetitio n to be expected. 
They art co nvinced that no o ther fo rm o f 
transpo rtatio n can supplant the railro ads un­ 
less unintelligent regulatio n, excessive sub­ 
sidizatio n o f co mpetito rs o r inequitable 
taxes shall so o verburden them as to deprive 
them o f equality o f o ppo rtunity , an essential 
in any so und eco no mic o rder. 


TAXES 


The railro ads, alway s a heavily taxed in­ 
dustry . are accusto med to bean ag their full 
share o f the co at o f go vernment, and well 
realize that any excessive pro fits derived 
fro m the war effo rt sho uld be subject to 
taxatio n aa are the excess pro fits o f any o ther 
industry , but the determinatio n o f what 
pro fits are excessive sho uld no t igno re the 
plain facts respecting the railro ad industry , 
ta po sitio n and needs. 


D u n n * the last several decades, the pro c- 
esses o f regulatio n have made it necessary 


(o r mo st o f th* financing by the railro ads to 
ba do ne with bo rro wed ggio o ey fo r which 
they are no r given adequate credit in calcu­ 
lating return o n investment. Again, the rail­ 
ro ads have no t been, like o ther industries, in 
e po sitio n to carry adequate cher p a fo e 
depreciatio n and o bso lescence-amo rtizatio n, 
and inco me which sho uld pro perly be charged 
o ff fo r th*** purpo se* is subject to th* excet* 
pro fits tax. Thus, the railro ads find a large 
part o f what ta. in fact, no mo t* than a 
reaso nable return o n their investment treated 
aa ex ce** pro fits and subjected to an 
eno rmo us excess pro fits tax, whets in fa ct 
mo excess pro fits exist. 


The effect o n the railro ad* o f the *©-« *D*d 
excess pro fits tax i* no t o nly to deprive them 
o f a reaso nable return o n their investment, 
but to prevent them fro m lay ing aside o ut o f 
current earnings the reserves needed fo r 
future expenditures which are being mad* 
inevitable by wartime co nditio ns and the 
pressure o f wartime traffic. 


So und public po licy no t o nly justifies bul 
sho uld require the accumulatio n by th* 
railro ads o f large po st-war reserve* to meet 
po st-war changes in transpo rtatio n practice* 
and metho ds, but the tax po licy o f the 
Go vernment is heading them alo ng the aamc 
unfo rtunate path aa at the do se o f the la* 
war, when the railro ads had tg bo rro w large 
sums o f mo ney and go into debt to revamp 
their pro perty . 


To day , while the railro ad* ace do ing the 
largest butine** in tho r histo ry , it wo uld be 
advantageo us no t o nly to them, hut alto to 
the public at large and to railro ad em­ 
plo y es aa a who le, if the tax law* were 
amended so as to permit the creatio n no w

gov ernment not weaker, but stronger. The 
ex ecutiv e branch has lost some power and 
the legislativ e branch has gained. There is 
nothing like a rev olution, of course; our 
gov ernment has not surv iv ed the strains 
and stresses of a century and a half to 
change form or principle now. Ev en the 
wrenches of our greatest war will not do 
that. But there has been, in an astonish­ 
ingly short time, a shaking down and tight­ 
ening up of gov ernmental principles and 
procedures that hav e jerked us out of a 
dangerous situation, cleared the air and 
set us on the beaten path again. 
The President, in our constitutional 
sy stem, has great authority , and there is 
alway s danger of its being abused by dis­ 
regard of the legislativ e branch. The 
danger is naturally most ev ident in war 
time, when the President as commander-in- 
chief has abnormal powers. There are two 
checks upon such power — congress and 
the supreme court. In this case, fortunately , 
there was no need of resorting to the court. 
Congress, which has the “ power of the 
purse,” rose as one man when the ex ecu­ 
tiv e unwisely v entured to curtail legisla­ 
tiv e authority . 
So a crisis passed. It may be a long 
time now before another chief ex ecutiv e 
undertakes to dictate to congress so boldly 
on fiscal matters. Presumably there will be 
more cooperation between the ex ecutiv e 
and legislativ e branches. 


WILLKIE CAUSES REVOLT 
W A SH IN G T O N — It didn’t leak out but 
** 
Wendell Willkie had a rev olt among 
his supporters ov er his recent statement 
supporting Roosev elt and going him one 
better on higher tax es. The issue was be­ 
tween Willkie’s publicity right bower, Rus­ 
sell Dav enport, former editor of Fortune 
magazine, and Willkie’s fiscal right bow­ 
er, J ohn Hanes, former undersecretary of 
the treasury for FDR. 
Hanes, whose father helped found the 
Rey nolds tobacco empire and who is one 
of the most successful brokers in Wall 
street, has been dev oting his time and 
money helping to nominate Willkie. But 
Hanes is a low-tax man. As undersecretary 
o f the treasury , he fought higher tax es 
and, in the end, resigned. Last y ear, he 
ev en had a session with treasury ex pert 
Randolph Paul in which he v irtually laid 
down an ultimatum that the Ruml plan 
would hav e to be adopted. 
With this background, it is easy to un­ 
derstand how Willkie’s higher-lax state­ 
ment was about as easy for Hanes to swal­ 
low as a rattlesnake. 
In making his decision, Willkie had 
Hanes on one side and Russell Dav enport 
on the other. Dav enport had resigned from 
Fortune to dev ote all his time to Willkie’s 
campaign. Also he had prepared a care­ 
ful study on tax es showing how the cost 
of the war was being postponed and would 
fall on the shoulders of the men now fight­ 
ing the war. 
Hanes, on the other hand, argued that 
business couldn’t stand higher tax es now. 
He v irtually serv ed warning on Willkie 
that he would withdraw" his support if 
Willkie came out for higher tax es. 
Willkie’s reply was; “ I’ll be damned if 
Tm going to let those kids pay for this 
war.” 
And he issued the statement. 
Note— Don’t be surprised if y ou see 
J ohnny Hanes bowing out of the Willkie 
picture soon. 


WHERE TO GO NEXT 
T H E repeated bombing of Berlin and the 
* destruction of so many public buildings 
must make the Nazis wonder where to 
house their gov ernment. 
Almost any other large city will be 
nearer to the American and British bomb­ 
ers. Further away from them is Konigs- 
berg, where the Prussian gov ernment ac­ 
tually did mov e from Berlin in the day s of 
Napoleon; but that is dangerously near 
the Russian border. 
There is no bomb-proof retreat for the 
Nazi gov ernment any where.

Whenever it drop * its uncom­ 
p laining role and begins to knock 
on the door of consciousness and 
demand notice, the effect is so 
startling that we rush immediately 
to the conclusion that something 
very dire must be at hand. 
Heart Skip s Beats 
“Could you give me some Infor­ 
mation about a heart ailment I 
have of late. It seems to skip keats. 
It beats some beats and then some 
beats are stronger than others. I 
am 69 years old,” writes a corre­ 
sp ondent. 
Yes, I can give you some infor­ 
mation about that. Your whole 
letter is a diagnosis. You are 69 
years old and you have become 
conscious of your heart beating. It 
seems to be irregular. It is. You 
have extrasystoles — the p alp ita­ 
tion of middle age. Half of the 
human race between th* ages of 
40 and 60 exp erience it. And there 
ii nothing sinister to it, frighten­ 
ing though it is at first. In fact it 
is * sort of guarantee of long life. 
It mean* your heart ie still irri­ 
table and lively. 
Doctors did not always know 
about toe harrolersneas of this 
form of p alp itation. It was Dr. 
James 
Mackenzie, 
the 
general 
p ractitioner from the North of 
England, who came down to Lon­ 
don about 19 10 a d taught the 
sp ecialists about urns and many 
other things. 
The sp ecialists used to take • 
very grave vie*- of this disorder. 
Mackenzie tills a dramatic story 
of sn old man who consulted him. 
When he wa* much younger, st the 
beginning of * p romising 
career, 
be began to notice his heart skip ­ 
p ing. He consulted 
a heart sp e­ 
cialist. He was just ready to ex­ 
p and into 
a new business enter­ 
p rise which would sweep him on 
to great success, but involved a 
good deal of traveling and resi­ 
dence for nine years in Australia. 
Sp ecialist’s Advics 
The sp ecialist advised against 
going on with i t He gave him 
only a few years of life. He or­ 
dered a q uiet life in the country. 
The man renounced his ambitions, 
settled q uietly in the country to 
await death. He was still await­ 
ing it twenty-fivs years later, was 
still in vigorous health and still 
had his extrasystoles. 
Misinformation about them can, 
you see, have serious conseq uences. 
In this case it ruined a man’s life. 
James Mackenzie, as I said, 
p roved that they were harmless 
by his records— records of the live* 
of his p atients, whom he had ob­ 
served with these skip p ing hearts 
over a p eriod of twenty or thirty 


years. It showed the advantage 
of p racticing medicine in a small 
community where you know every­ 
one and can follow their fort ones. 
Premature heats is p robably a 
better name for the condition tnaa 
either skip p ed beats or extrasys- 
toDa. The extra beat come* im 
ahead of tim#—p rematurely. Ar J 
then, because the heart has tem­ 
p orarily used up iu energy by th* 
extra beat, there is a long p an*# 
and then the heart gives a tre­ 
mendous beat and that is what my 
corresp ondent feels.

Pennsylvania Railroad 


SUMMARY OF 97th ANNUAL REPORT which w»s united to stockholders tt the end of 


February. Operating revenue! increased $141,298,332 o w 1942. Operating cipenses in- 


creased $109,369,984. Taxes increased $55,826,689, or 44.8% oyer the previous year. Net 


income was $85,418,484, a decrease of $16,050,309. 


THE YEAR 1943 


The war continued to dominate the ever 
increasing en nj po aition effort. While per­ 
formance was highly satisfactory from the 
standpoint of meeting every demand of the 
war emergency, it could not of necessity be 
wholly adequate from the standpoint of the 
character of the service performed, particu­ 


larly the pa*singer service. Nevertheless, 
considering the abnormal conditions that 
prevailed throughout the year, the results as 
a whole can be viewed as a creditable achieve­ 
ment. There was a heavy increase in the 
volume of business handled, the railroad 
being operated to e greater capacity than 
ever before. 


Notwithstanding decreases in fetes, operat­ 
ing revenues increased $141,299,332 due to 
the greater volume of traffic, both passenger 
and freight, but this very fact, together with 
higher costs of material and fuel and in­ 
creases in wages, resulted in sn increase i* 
operating expenses of $109,369,984. At the 
same time, taxes increased by $53,826,689, 
or 44.88, over the previous year. 


Despite the fact that the Company in 1943 
did the largest business in its history, its Net 
Income was less than in 1942 by some 
$16,030,309 because of the substantial in­ 
creases in operating costs and taxes men­ 
tioned above. It seemed wise to rn ai mala 
the dividend at the tame rate as paid in 
1942, namely, 38. or $2 50 per share Divi- 
dends at this rate were accordingly pud 
in 1943. 


THE NATIONAL EMERGENCY 


la 1943, the railroads performed a service 
unequalled in the history of transponation. 
They were called upon to bandle a volume 
of freight and passenger Traffic exceeding 
that of the record year 1942. 


The a bilify of the railroads tw handle 
this record volume of traffic aras due re 
further improvements in facilities aod oper­ 
ating methods, to splendid cooperation be­ 
tween the railroads, the shippers sod 
employes, the Army and Navy, and other 
agencies of Government, and to the con­ 
tinued helpful arnrude of the Office ti 
Delenae Transportation. 


The railroads look to the furore with the 
conviction that they will keep in che fore­ 
front of industrial progress, and will meet 
successfully the competition to be expected. 
They are convinced that no other form of 
transportation can supplant the railroads un­ 
less unintelligent regulation, excessive sub­ 
sidization of competitors or inequitable 
taxes shall so overburden them u to deprive 
them of equality of opporruniry, ac essential 
in any sound economic order. 


TAXES 


The railroads, aHvsys s heavily taxed ta- 
d us try. are accustomed to bearing their full 
share of the cost of government, and well 
realize that any excessive profits derived 
from the war effort should be subject to 
taxation as are the excess profits of any other 
industry; bat the determination of what 
profits are excessive should not ignore the 
plain facts respecting the railroad industry, 
ts petition and needs. 


During the last several decades, die proc­ 
esses of regulation have made R necessary 


for most of the financing by the railroads ta 
ba done with borrowed fpaooey for which 
they are not given adequate credit in calc** 
Wring return on investment. Again, the rail­ 
roads have net been. like other industries, ta 
a position to carry adequate charges for 
depreciation and obsoiescence-amormahon, 
and income which should properly be charged 
off for these purposes is subject to the excess 
profits tax. Thus, the railroads find a targe 
pan of what ta, in fact, no more than a 
reasonable return on their investment treated 
as excess profits md subjected to an 
enormous excess profits tax, where ta fact 
mo excess profits exist. 


The effect on the railroads of the ao-eaDed 
excess profits tax is not only to deprive them 
of a reasonable return on their investment, 
but to prevent them from laying aside out of 
current earnings the reserves needed for 
furore expenditures which are being made 
inevitable by wartime conditions aod the 
pressure of wartime traffic. 


Sound public policy nor only justifies but 
should require the accumulation by the 
railroads of large post-war reserves to meet 
post-war changes in rn na pom moo practices 
and methods, but the tax policy of the 
Government is heading them along the same 
unfortunate path as at the dose of the lass 
war, when the railroads htd t* borrow large 
sums of money and go toto debt to revamp 
their properties. 


Today, while the railroads are doing the 
brgest business in their history, it would be 
advantageous not only to them, bet also to 
the public at Urge aod to railroad em­ 
ployes as a whole, if the tax laws were 
amended to as to permit the creation now 
of the reserves needed for post war rehabil­ 
itation, with resulting greater em ploy meat 
rn the post war period.

ASHINGTON# senatorial revolt has 
come and gone, leaving our system of 
government not weaker, but stronger. The 
executive branch ha# lost some power and 
the legislative branch has gained. There is 
nothing like a revolution, of course; our 
government has not survived the strains 
and stresses of a century and a half to 
change form or principle now. Even the 
wrenches of our greatest war will not do 
that. Rut there has been, in an astonish­ 
ingly short time, a shaking down and tight­ 
ening up of governmental principles and 
procedures that have jerked us out of a 
dangerous situation, cleared the air and 
set us on the beaten path again. 
The President, in our constitutional 
system, has great authority, and there is 
always danger of its being abused by dis­ 
regard 
of the legislative branch. 
The 
danger is naturally most evident in war 
time, when the President as commander-in- 
chief has abnormal powers. There are two 
checks upon such power — congress and 
the supreme court. In this case, fortunately, 
there was no need of resorting to the court. 
Congress, which has the “power of the 
purse," rose as one man when the execu­ 
tive unwisely ventured to curtail legisla­ 
tive authority. 
So a crisis passed. It may be a long 
time now' before another chief executive 
undertakes to dictate to congress so boldly 
on fiscal matters. Presumably there will be 
more cooperation between the executive 
and legislative branches. 


WILLKIE CAUSES REVOLT 


ASHINGTON — It didn’t leak out but 
Wendell Willkie had a revolt among 
his supporters over his recent statement 
supporting Roosevelt and going him one 
better on higher taxes. The issue was be­ 
tween W illkie’s publicity right bower, Rus­ 
sell Davenport, former editor of Fortune 
magazine, and Willkie’s fiscal right bow-! 
;er, John Hanes, former undersecretary of 
! the treasury for FDR. 
Hanes, whose father helped found the 
Reynolds tobacco empire and who is one 
of the most successful brokers in Wall 
street, has been devoting his time and 
money helping to nominate Willkie. Rut 
Hanes is a low-tax man. As undersecretary 
o f the treasury, he fought higher taxes 
and, in the end, resigned. Last year, he 
even had a session with treasury expert 
Randolph Paul in which he virtually laid 
down an ultimatum that the Ruml plan 
would have to be adopted. 
With this background, it is easy to un­ 
derstand how' W illkie’g higher-tax state­ 
ment was about as easy for Hanes to sw al­ 
low as a rattlesnake. 
In making his decision, Willkie had 
Hanes on one side and Russell Davenport 
on the other. Davenport had resigned from 
Fortune to devote all his time to Willkie’s 
campaign. Also he had prepared a care-j 
ful study on taxes showing how' the cost 
of the war was being postponed and w’ould 
fall on the shoulders of the men now’ fight­ 
ing the w ar. 
Hanes, on the other hand, argued that 
business couldn’t stand higher taxes now. 
He virtually served warning on Willkie 
that he would withdraw' his support ii 
Willkie came out for higher taxes. 
Willkie’s reply was; “ I’ll be damned if 
I’m going to let those kids pay for this 
war." 
And he issued the statement. 
Note— Don’t be surprised if you see 
Johnny Hanes bowing out of Hie Willkie 
picture soon.

I’ve thought this was a form of Roose- 
veltian gaiety plus a cold determination to present Congress as a lot 
of silly, old dodoes. 
Surely the president knows that tile Congress Is the nerve center 
of the nation. Its members come fresh from the people. Its voice is 
the voice of the people. In it* halls have been done the things that 
have made America the country it is and our political destinies are 
still In Its hands. They must remain in its hands if America is to 
remain free. 
The Congress, regarded as an institution, Is the hope of democracy 
and the hope of the nation. Without the check it gives to the execu­ 
tive branch the president might govern as a despot. Weaken its 
powers, ai the president has tried to do, and we have not a democ­ 
racy but a despotism. 
However, and this is a big HOWEVER, on# swallow does not make 
a summer day. One outburst such as the Barkley-led rebellion does 
not restore the Congress to its copy book place In the sun. The Con­ 
gress will do far better for its own group and for the people It rep­ 
resents lf it earnestly asks itself why the president has regarded it 
so lightly. 
Spasmodic rebellions are not the way to justify its 
worth or value.
